cherefore 1a requital I fhall fave you the trouble, and 
recur himan Antwer my felt, but not according to 
his Temper, which is fuch as is not like ever to dothe 
*hurch of E nglind any real Service. I do not ule todo 
has thing, buc what I intend upon any juft Occafion 
to own and anfwer for; and had he endeavoured to 
thew wherein they were either weak or toolifh, I fhould 
have either ingentoufly acknowledged my Error, and 
crav'd Pardon, or thewed him hts Miltake ; bue to An- 
{wer him in his own kind, i.e. with ill Language, I 
do not ap a ove. <Asco the reft of his Letter, he may 
Gnd soe Times of Ordination lett to the Ditcretion of the 
Bifhop, to « itpente with upon tpectal Occation, if he 
leales to perufe the Rubrick. And for my Religion and 
Fice, 1 protets my felf a Chriftian, and of the Church 
of Ff Stal which I defire and fhall endeavour to ferve 
to the ucmoft of my Power, and after my SaViour’s Ex- 
ainple as well as I can to fulfill all Righteoutnets, 
mee oblerve Orders, but firft we ought to obey God 
rather than Mea, Ad. ¢. 29. and in the next place | 
confefs I have a greater refpeét to the Doétrine and 
Practice of the Catholick Church, which We profet$ 
co believe, than to any particular Church, whether Rome 
or England, or any other. It is certainly the Duty ot 
all Chriftians co affift and encourage one another in 
the Praétice of the known and undoubted Duties of 
Chriftianity ; much more is it the Duty of all Minifters 
ot the Gotpel co do it in feafon and out of feafon, up- 
on all juft Occations. And itis not oaly the Duty, but 
the common right of all, ( which no Humane Authori- 
ty can take from them ) to join together in Prayers to 
God, to Sing Pfalms and Hymns of Praife and ‘Thankt 
giving to him, to read the ettag Scriptures, and Dii- 
ourfe of Matters of Religions And to reftrain this 
upon pretence of other matters, where nothing elle 
dotin appear, is no lefs un jutt and impious than co pre. 
tend it, when other M diters are practiled or defigne: 
{ have been always ‘ready to do all good Othces to all 
Icould, and to give the beft Afiiltance I could to all 
that needed and defired it, wherever I came ; to join 
in juch Exercites of Religton as aforefaid with the Fa- 
milies where 1 mappened to come, and to admit any 
that defired to join with me in my own, and to do 
the like at my Lodging here with fuch as live inthe 
ame Houfe, upon the Lord’s Day after Evening Ser. 
mon, and other days in the Evening, and to P admit 
hich as frequent the Service and Communion ot the 
Church of Englint, and amongit them it may be fome 
others, efpecially ous ‘Puayers being inthe Form pre- 
fertbed by the Church, } know no Law or Canon a 
gainft ir. N pr do. Vink any truly religious and fober 
Perfon would diflsk > ‘vad yer if I meer with Re- 
} roaches, breakt EO. Wincows, anc other tux h riotous 
Abutes, J do not dun! it ange thing, fo long as 
there are ja che World Men vic. ie Spirit of the Scrmbes, 
Pharifees and Saduces, of tac unbely ving F ws, or Ephe- 
fian Craftsemen, Kaétious !ormalifts, who are moved 
got by the Fear or Love of God or Man, but by Eavy 
or Gain, and ferve no. the Lord Jeius Chrift bue then 
own Belly, Rom. 16.18. Waatever they think, they 
do more hurt themfelves and the wen h of Ergland, for 
which they pretend fo muci: Zeal, than they can do us. 
Their Formality on the one fide, sd fitrius Zeal and Vio- 


lence on the other, makes tuch as are Devout to Nau- 
feate our Affemblies, and fuch as are as Intemperate as
